The  year  1932  has  inherited  much 
of  the  strife,  turmoil,  heartaches,  and 
unpleasant  memories  of  1931.  Spirit- 
ally,  physically,  and  economically,  we 
Jews  the  world  over  have  suffered  in¬ 
tensely.  The  immediate  future  of  our 
people  is  clouded  with  unfavorable 
reports  of  the  active  Anti-Semitic  min¬ 
orities  in  many  European  countries. 
In  Roumania,  Poland,  Russia,  and 
Germany  the  morale  of  the  Jew  is 
being  undermined  and  his  spirit  ruth¬ 
lessly  oppressed. 

The  Men’s  Club  must  take  heed  of 
the  plight  of  the  Jews,  and  must 
concentrate  along  cultural  and  spirit¬ 
ual  lines.
